This is transferred to tho lithographic 


stone by moans of ink and pressure,1. 
For

delicate work, however, can bo produced by 
this process. 


As the photo-lithography must bo printed 


In a special press and tho process is slow ai,d 
expensive, for much work it is desirable to 
havo "cuts" that can be usodintho ordinary 
printing press. Here photo-engraving comoa 
into'play. As now applied in this city, it) 
results take three forms, which may bo 
broadly designated OS r.inc etchings, stereo- 
types and olocti'otypos. 
If a /inc etchi'ig ia 


to be mado frora a photograph, tho artist 
goes over tho photograph witb port and a 
peculiar ink, known as "transfer ink," aud 
makes a fino drawing of it. When this is 
pressed on tho polished zinc plato tho ink 
linos aro transferred thereto. 
The ir.k re- 


sists tbo acid that is then poured over tho 
plato, whilo this acid oats in whoro thoro ia 
no inlw 
The platxj then being fastened to a 


wooden hod is ready to bo used in tho form. 


What havo been referred to as stereotypes 


are made by tho "swelled gelatine" process. 
After tho picture has boon printed from tho 
negative upon tho gelatino, it is placed in 
water, and tho parts not acted upon by 
light, are swollen to a slight degree; from 
this a plaster mould is taken, from -which a 
plate is subsequently cost. As tho depth 
obtained by this method is but slight, it has 
to bo submitted to the engraver's skill, Io 
deepen the lights, the result, whon finished, 
being a sterootypo plato of nott, typc-n-.etal, 
produced partly by photography and partly 
by the ongravor's skill. 


In tbo electrotype process tho picture is 


printed on gelatine prepared in a littlo dif- 
ferent way. 
On removing tbo gelatine 


from tho negative, tho picturo is plainly 
Been, every dot and lino on tho nogalivo 


aving beor. duplicated upon tho gelatine 


tho action of light, which renders the 


jarts so acted upon insoluble, whilo tho 
TOrtions of gelatine protected by the opacity 
f tho negative from the action of light ro- 
nain perfectly soluble, and are washed 
away with warm water, leaving tbo insolu- 


lo portions raised and in relief. 
After tho 


gelatine becomes dry it is fastened to a 
r.etal plate by moans of shellac, and then 
lectrotyped. 


Theso processes are rapid and compara- 


ivoly cheap, but, as tho drawings must bo 
all in linos or dots, they cannot have tuo 
mlf tones found in a photograph and aro 
not iiRoful in Lho most artistic work, but for 
newspaper cuts, many magazines and book 
llustrations, maps, manuscript, drawings, 
music, diplomas and tho like they aro both 
jractical and economical 


I'HOTO-GRAVUKK—FKLIOTYVES. 


A finer class of photo-engraving is to bo 


soon in tlio photo-gravure, made by a pro- 
•ess that may bo called copper-plate pri:it- 
n£. It is used oxtensi\-o!y and with ox- 
quisito effect in France, but tbis has been 
>ut into practice very littlo in America. 


Almost nil the fine work in tho mechani- 


•al reproduction ot pictures in this country 
las been accomplished by tho use of ge'a- 
tine. 
Hundreds of tiio works o! tho old 


masters havo boon reproduced hero, and 
look illustration has been immensely helped, 
iot to speak of many minor ways in which 
jood work hns been dono. 


Most prints from gelatino are cither hclio- 


;ypes, albertypes, or autoglyphs; slight 
variations in methods givo pictures known 
jy other names, such as pbotoindotiiit and 
artotype. 
In tho holiotypo process a "skin" 


or sheet of gelatino is put under tho nega- 
tive ir, n printing frame. 
Tho sunlight 


msaing through the light portions of the 
legative (tbo darks of tho original) hardens 
tho gelatine beneath, ranking it morn or less 
.mpcrvious to water. 
Then this gelatine 


's'.dn" is put on a zinc base, much as a boy 
puts his leather ''sucker" on a stone. Tho 
plato ot ?.inc with a gelatine surface thus 
formed is put in the holiotype press, and 
tho printing goes on, 
OC this printing 


the secret is tho aversion of qroasy ink for 
moistened golatino. 
Upon 
sponging tho 


plato, tho parts of the gelatine soak in 
water just in proportion to their hardness. 
Then tbo greasy ink from tho roller adheres 
to tho parts of the gelatine just in propor- 
tion to thoir moisture. 


In both the allwrtypo and tho nutoglyph 


process tho gelatino film is thinnor, nnd 
Instead of being without a baso, whon 
printed under tbe negative, is attach :d to a 
baso from tho very start of the process. 
In 


the albortype process tho gelatine dim is 
flowed over a glass plate; iu tho autoglyph 
process it ia flowed over a polished coppor 
plate. 
The pictures produced by theso pro- 


cesses differ littlo in general 
character, 


being soft and delicate, -while those pro- 
duced by the heliotypo process »ro brilliant 
nnd strong. 
The greatest expense in all 


throe processes ia caused by the lock of 
durability in tho golatino plate. 
Only a 


few scoro of pictures can bo printed from a 
single plate. 
Then, too, by far tbe greater 


part of tho printing must bo done by band. 
Power presses can bo used for some grades 
ot work, but havo not yet been perfected 
enough to give tho most satisfactory i-osults.

There was a remarkable acc'dent on 


tho Chicago & Northwestern road early 
this morning near the Fourth street 
crossing of tbo track in tho outskirts of 
the city, in which four trains came to- 
gether, wrecking two engines und injur- 
ing two men.

caboose,'-bofh being badly wrecked. 


The1 conductor. A. W. Squires, ond 


Mauley Kenyan, a brakoman, wore sitting 
iu the second caboose when tho crush 
came,.aud both were badly hart. 


The lust train was some distance bo- 


hind tlie others, and was gelling under 
good headway, and 
VVUH probably ruu- 


uiL'g at the rate of 12 miles per hour. 
Tbe hands of tho wrecked train knowing 
that the fourth was coming close at hand, 
attempted to Hag it, but the train came 
up in a moment, and tho engineer dis- 
covering the dangrr attempted to stop, 
butonly succeeded in slacUmg up so that 
the locomotive struck tho wreck with 
slightly decroosud forco. 


A. W. Riohardson, brakeman ot thej 


third train, wns somewhat injured. 


Tho wounded men were removed from 


the wreck as soon as possible, aud I)r. S. 
Bell, tbe railroad surgeon, and Dr. H. H. 
ClarJr, were summoned. 
The injured 


men were taken to the Central house. 


Mr. Squires' injuries are very sorions; 


his head was terribly crushed and ono of 
his eyes was crowded out of its socket. 
Dr. Boll expressed anxiety over his con- 
dition. Mr. Kenyou is a brother-in law 
of Mr. Squires, and has dangerous inju- 
ries on his body. Both men livo at Bar- 
aboo. 


The head of the third engine was all 


knocked to pieces, and tho head of the 
fourth suffered considerably. Tho third 
engine was "killed" in the yard hero aud 
drawn away tor repairs, Tho second and 
third cabooses wore all knocked to pieces.
